M M MIG SMILES AND SMII.ES. 
Dimmig was as sm iling as ever last night, 
and when he was taken before “ Dr.” Falk 
to be identified as the man who hail en­ 
deavored to buy cyanide of potassium from 
him , he confronted the witness with as 
jaunty an air as if lie was about to he 
presented to some young lady before whom 
he desired to assume his most winsome 
m anner. 
C H IEF CEOWl-EV’S THEORY. 
Chief Crowley says the opinion of experts 
that the documents—the letters and the 
“ confession ”—were written by Benhayon, 
confirms his judgment that death was 
suicidal. The establishment of the case asa 
suicide need not, in his judgm ent, ail'ect 
the Bowers case or tend to establish Bow­ 
ers’ innocence; for if Benhayon took his 
own life, the appearances certainly are that 
he did so while of unsound mind, and 
while laboring under a vain delusion that 
he was a murderer. 


SENSATIONAL MBS. IIIGIISON. 
The statem ent has been made by Mrs. 
Highson that the story told by Demruig 
before the Coroner’s jury was suggested to 
him by her. The statement made by her 
is to the effect that Demmig concluded 
that he was in a desperate place, and asked 
her to devise some means of getting out of it, 
whereupon she told him the girl story, and 
he used it on the witness-stand. 


DEM MiG’s STBANGE WEDMXG. 
The entry in the County Clerk’s office re­ 
cording the marriage of Demmig to Mrs. 
Kells, better known as Teresa Farrell, 
states that on September 8, 1885, John A. 
W ilson, aged US, applied for and obtained 
a marriage license for him self and Teresa 
Kells, aged 20 years, aud on the same day 
they wen- united in marriage by Superior 
Judge Edmonds. 
T iiisJ. A. Wilson, according to Deru- 
m ig’ssv.i "u testimony before the Coroner, 
is none other than himself. W hy he m ar­ 
ried this woman under an assumed name 
does not satisfactorily appear as yet. The 
issue of this marriage is one child, aged 
about «even months. 
Demmig explains his assumed name by 
sayiiv that he did not want the boys to 
know that he was married.

Notwithstanding the intense strain under 
which the public has been since ihe inquest 
in the death of Henry Benhayon began, the 
excitement 
continues 
unabated. 
The 
Court-room was crowded again to-night. 
M. S. Meyer, attorney for the Benhayon 
family, was the first witness. He testified 
that he considered the deceased mentally 
intelligent; noticed no change, except one 
of natural grief after his sister’s death. In 
speaking of Dr. Bowers’ case, he often said 
it was too long in coming to a close. W it­ 
ness had assisted deceased in obtaining let­ 
ters of administration on the estate of Mrs. 
Cecilia Bowers, Saw Berhayon at noon on 
Thursday, October 20th, in Judge Wallace’s 
Court, where a suit was in progress in 
which Benhayon was plaintiff’. Saw no 
memorandum book. 
Deceased, in speak­ 
ing on the subject of suicide, in a general 
way,expressed tlieopinion thatany man who 
committed suicide was an arrant coward. 
Witness said that on leaving deceased at tne 
Court-room on October 20th they made an 
appointm ent to meet October 26th at wit­ 
ness office, l ’laintitf had lost his case, 
which was to recover the value of certain 
property alleged to have been left by Mrs. 
Cecilia Bowers, but now in the possession 
of Mrs. Zeising. 
Witness saw a sm all 
wine-colored memorandum book in the 
possession of deceased during the Bowers 
trial. 
Witness stated that deceased could 
have derived no benefit from the policies of 
Mrs. Bowers unless he was named in them 
as the beneficiary. 
Charles C. Jliggins, drug clerk, knew 
Dimmig for several years. Saw him at 
11:45 p. m. on Saturday night at the Oberon 
Saloon in company with Mr. Apple. Spoke 
with him about three minutes and then 
left him . 
J. J. Groom, formerly Deputy Coroner, 
testified that he had often seen cases of 
death by corrosive poison, and in several 
cases had found bodies in a similar posi­ 
tion to that in which Benhayon’s body was 
found. 
C. S. Cook, a medical student, testified 
that he knew Benhayon since the Bowers 
trial. 
Saw Benhayon on Saturday, be­ 
tween 10:30 and 11 p. m . on Grant avenue, 
near Geary street. Deceased was with an­ 
other person. Deceased was intoxicated, 
and also his companion. Witness could 
not identify Dimmig. who was called, as 
being the m an he saw with Benhayon. 
The latter had, in speaking of the Bowers 
case to witness in the past, expressed an 
undoubted belief in Bowers’ guilt. 


MBS. IlEMMIG ON TH E STAND. 
Mrs. Demmig, wife of John DeAmig, 
testified tbat she knew Benhayon. She 
was in the employ of Bowers’ family be­ 
fore her marriage. H er husband left home 
last Saturdry morning about 10 o'clock, and 
she did not see him until 3 o'clock, when 
he came home, and left shortly after. He 
was home again for supper about 6, and 
left at 7:30. He came home on Saturday 
night, and on my asking the time he said 
it was 12 o’clock. He was sober. Witness 
visited Bowers at the prison, but not within 
the past two months. Demmig got up at 
6 a . 
m . on Sunday. Demmig never in­ 
formed her that he had rooms in any other 
part of the city; 
neither did 
he tell 
her that 
he 
knew Benhayon.

defense. W itness called to see Dr. Bowers 
at the jail about ten weeks ago, shortly be­ 
fore her confinement, regarding that event.

Married 
her husband under the name of J. A. W il­ 
son. 
Her name at time of marriage was 
Mrs. Kells. 
When Dimmig left home last 
Sunday m orning he went fishing. He often 
went fishing on Sunday. Knew her hus­ 
band was troubled with a skin disease, for 
which he used nitrate of silver, which left 
stains on the skin. Never saw him remove 
the stains, but he said he intended to get 
some drug to remove them about five 
weeks ago.

For California extracted honey there is 
considerable demand, but the stock here is 
very limited. The price asked, to arrive, is

schooners, Mollie Adams. Edward E. W eb­ 
ster and Minerva, which were to have left 
Gloucester on Thursday for San Francisco 
and Alaska, to engage in sealing and sal­ 
mon-fishing, were delayed by bad weather, 
and did not get oil until yesterday. So 
great is public interest that a demonstra­ 
tion of the fishing population was organ­ 
ized. All the vessels in the harbor were 
decked with bunting, and many buildings, 
including the Fish Exchange. The popu­ 
lace turned out en masse with several 
bands of music, the interest far exceeding 
the California fever of 1849. Over 10,000 
persons were on the wharf, extending to 
the topis of the warehouses and sheds, and 
the other wharves adjacent were filled. 
Forty crews could have been shipped of 
men wanting to go. Nine mighty cheers 
were given at the start, and m any accom­ 
panied the little fleet down the harbor in 
tugs. There were parting salutes from the 
steam and tow boats and a firing of guns. 
One of the officers, just before starting, sent 
this dispatch to Secretary Bayard : 
“ You 
have given the Atlantic to Canada, we will 
take the Pacific for Gloucester.” 
The fleet will go round the Horn, while 
Captain Jacobs will go by rail to Seattle in 
January and make his headquarters there. 
If this venture is successful, many other 
Gloucester fishermen will do the same, and 
give a big boom to Seattle. The killing of 
Gloucester’s trade is due largely to the fail­ 
ure of the Government to protect the At­ 
lantic fisheries from the aggressions of Can­ 
ada. Jacob's Alaska outfit cost $40,000.

Maded Cassidy, accused by Julia Howden 
of abducting her fora Marinette, Wis., dive, 
was heard by Justice P.. H . W hite yester­ 
day. Tbe Cassidy woman was booked for 
disorderly conduct and tbe charge would 
not hold, bui the Court ordered a continu­ 
ance to allow the officers to bring the 
charge of abduction against her. Julia 
Howden told her story, which includes a 
num ber of charges.

She then detailed her terrible experience- 
She was finally starved into submission. 
Several times she tried to escape, and once 
managed to climb the fence surrounding 
the yard, without alarming the watchdog 
chained there to give the alarm should any 
of the girls get away, and succeeded in get­ 
ting some distance from tbe bouse, but a 
dog was put on her track, and she was 
caught after an hour of freedom and 
dragged back to slavery. For two months 
she was kept in tlie place,which was run by 
a man named Mike Leahy.

Mrs. Howden says (hat while at Leahy’s 
place she met a girl, 15 years of age, named 
Blanche Bonfield, an orphan, who, before 
her mother’s death, lived on Indiana ave­ 
nue, the fashionable residence thorough­ 
fare in Chicago. Blanche begged piteously 
to be released from the place, bui her en­ 
treaties were laughed at. Finally the men 
who frequented the place interceded for 
her, and becoming afraid that they would 
force him to release her front custody, 
Leabv sent her to Hurley, though she 
threw herself ou the floor at his feet and 
begged him not to do so. 
There were two other Chicago girls there, 
Klttie Kent, aged 19, and Mary Walker, 
about tbe same age.

acres, containing probably 1,600,000 tons of 
silicified wood. The surrounding country, 
which is exceedingly bleak and barren, is 
everywhere worn away by the elements 
iuto gulches and basins. 
W ithin these, 
the fossil wood is found in the shape of 
tree trunks projecting forth in every con­ 
ceivable direction from the 
underlying 
strata, in m any cases looking as if the tree 
had but lately fallen and turned to stone. 
In one instance an immense tree trunk, 
over 100 feet in length, spans a canyon 15 
feet in* depth and 55 in width. The larg­ 
est tree which has yet been found is broken 
into several pieces. It must have measured 
when standing, some 200 feet in length 
and 10 feet in diameter. Over ihe entire 
surface of the gulches trees are scattered 
in all conceivable directions and in frag­ 
ments of all sizes. 
A tree 150 feet long 
was found broken iuto as m any sections of 
almost uniform length, presenting the ap­ 
pearance of having been sawed asunder 
for shingle blocks for some prehistoric 
park forester.

“ Alta Castile,” and was a waiter-girl. 1 
was married at the time, but a strong at­ 
tachment sprung tip between us. After a 
time she married a man named Peter Daw­ 
son. They lived together twelve years, but 
not happily, as there was no love between 
them. 
W hen my wife died Alta wanted to 
get rid of Dawson, and on August 27th of 
last year she left him and her three chil­ 
dren, and 


l LEFT MY FIVE CHILDREN, 
And we went oil together.

Ameca-mix a (Met.), October 18, 1887. 
Tiamacas, the half-way house of 
Pojiocatapetl, lies in the center of a 
mountain valley, 13,500 feet above the sea. 
Its volcanic soil supports only a scanty 
growth of coarse grass and a few gnarled 
pine trees, whose every twig is lieantified 
by lichens—“ God’s autograph,” accord­ 
ing to the poet of the Sierras. There is 
nothing whatever upon this skyward 
ranch, or indeed anywhere upon the 
mountain, but the sulphur works, which 
consists of a huge building covering the 
furnaces, with roof open at both ends, the 
mule sheds and smithy cabin. 
I lights 
pile themselves, peak above peak, around 
it on all sides except towards the north, 
where it slopes away to the valley of 
Puebla, thirty miles distant. 
The in­ 
dians bring the crude sulphur from the 
crater, packed in bags upon tlieir backs, 
down to Tiamacas to lie “ sublimed,” 
which is done in earthen jars. 
M. Cliamey, the ar. h . ologist, who vis­ 
ited this place some years ago, wandered 
off a mile or two toward the west, 
and discovered a lot of unaccountable 
pottery; but instead of being, as lie sup­ 
posed, the relic of an extinct and un­ 
known people, it was doubtless placed 
there by the no less superstitious Indians 
of modern times, who, when having busi­ 
ness on the mountain, consider it necessary 
to appease the evil spirit of bights by 
offerings of food. 
Having written permission from the 
owner of the mountains General Sanchez 
Ochoa, to spend the nights at the half-way 
house, insures one the best the place af­ 
fords. Rut that is not saying much. The 
smithy will obligingly vacate his cabin— 
but that is only a rude shelter of pine 
boards, 
with 
plentiful 
interstices, 
and without a whole pane of glass. 
You should 
not 
expect, 
however, 
to “be carried to the skies on flowing beds 
of ease,” but must make the best of cir­ 
cumstances. You can cook the supper you 
have brought over the furnace fires, and— 
there being but one bed within a radius 
of fifteen miles, and that a cot—the cabin 
is always left to the ladles, if there be any 
of the party, while the gentlemen betake 
themselves to the neighborhood of the fur­ 
nace.When we went up, my companion (Mrs. 
Emily Pierce) and myself were the first 
women who had been seen at Tiamacas for 
many years, consequently we came in for 
every attention it was in the power of the 
inhabitants to bestow. The kind-hearted 
smithy, whom we had literally turned out 
of doors, reappeared at an embarrassing 
juncture (nobody ever knocks in Mexico), 
with benevolence radiating from every 
line of his honest face and a big brass mat 
in either hand. The latter, he explained, 
were hot; and were used to pack sulphur 
in, and placed beneath our blankets would 
keep us “ warm as toast.” I have reposed 
on softer beds than these brazen mattresses; 
but, though suggestive of that holy martyr 
roasting on his gridiron, we were grateful 
for them, for the cold is intense at such an 
altitude. Ry their aid, though the fumes 
of the sulphur were stifling, and the In­ 
dians, who are obliged to stir it all night 
long, cough in the most distressing way, 
we slept the sleep of the just. 
Next morning one must be astir bv half­ 
past 3 o'clock, because if bound for the 
summit one’s life depends on being back 
here before nightfall. Beforo leaving the 
cabin we abandoned all superfluities, band­ 
aged our feet and ankles well with strips 
of flannel, and strapped on our spiked san­ 
dals over three pairs of woolen hose. Con- 
--templating those, ¡esthetic pedal deeora- 
' tions, wo compared ourselves to Roman 
peasants on the Campagna—but I am con­ 
fident that any peasant on earth would 
have despised them. Goggles, veils, mit­ 
tens and havelock added the finishing 
touches to our toilet, and under the cold 
glimmer of the crescent moon we set forth 
ou our upward toiling, to the weird music 
of the wind whistling mournfully through 
the mossy ¡lines anil the distant howling 
of the coyotes, whose fresh tracks were visi­ 
ble on every side. 
We had been warned to make horses 
carry us to the snow-line, as all our 
strength would be required from that point 
to the summit; but as we went up and up, 
over cinders and broken scoria', the ani­ 
mals suffered so mu b from difficulty of 
respiration that they trembled and stag­ 
gered at every step. Ixing before the 
snow-fields were reached their agony was 
pitiable, and it seemed a, if blood would 
hurst from their distended nostrils; so at 
the ridge called La» Cruces, we abandoned 
tin m to the ¡icons, and made the rest of 
the way on foot. These rocks, which were 
evidently formed by fire at some remote 
period, crop out of the black sand in most 
fantastic shapes, and straggle downward 
toward the valley. Into the topmost ledge, 
over 15,000 feet above the sea, a huge 
cross is wedged, marking the death of a 
man who fell into the crater. 
In this part of the ascent the lines of 
composition are magnificent and the con­ 
trasts startling. Across the vast, black un­ 
d u la tio n s . on which our exaggerated shad­ 
ows fell with marvelous distinctness, 
appeared and disapjieareil in turn the 
rich, red, castellated Pico del Fraile, and 
the dazzling white expanse of our ultima 
thule. Rackward from Las Cruces lay a 
dizzy view of the world below. Wrapped 
in our blankets we sat long at the foot of 
that lonely cross, contemplating the glori­ 
ous scene and preparing for the supreme 
effort before us. From this point we look 
down upon the limitless snow fields of Ix- 
taccihuatl, spread out at our feet. Far be­ 
low runs the trail by which Cortez and his 
soldiers approached the valley of Mexico. 
From the western slope of this mountain 
the conquerors caught their first glimpse 
of the wonderful valley “with its pictur­ 
esque assemblage of waters, woodland and 
cultivated plains, its -billing cities and 
shadowy hills.” 
The same scene of beauty that delighted 
those covetous eyes nearly four centuries 
ago was unfolded at our feet. The glim­ 
mering towers of the Capitol fifty miles 
away—once the proud city of the Aztec 
kings—could he distinctly seen. Lakes 
and spires in the valley of the Puebla and 
the “ City of the Angels” were plainly 
visible, with varied ffues of hill and dale 
between. Beyond towers the extinct vol­ 
cano “ Malineke”—Malintzin—so named 
by the Indians in honor of Cortez; while 
far awav in the East, like a diadem in the 
sky, shines the white peak of < Irizeba, dis­ 
tant 150 miles. Against the mysterious 
vastness, which none can comprehend who 
have not stood so far above the clouds, 
stood the figures "I our little party on the 
ledge of rock—insignificant atoms in 
trackless space. 
. Between Las Cruces and the snow fields 
lie about two hundred yards of almost per­ 
pendicular ascent, through fine, sharp 
seorijie more than ankle deep, flecked 
here and there by drifts of melting 
snow. One of tlie leading difficulties 
of the climb arises from 
the ex­ 
ceeding thinnes- of the air, recalling 
Mr. de Xye's stale joke that his “breath 
came in short pants, though not related to 
the Knickerbocker family.’’ Tourists are 
not tied together In- ropes here, as in 
¡Switzerland, but are hauled up, dragged up, 
boosted up, by the indispensable peons. 
Arriving at the snow-line, for the first 
few moments the cool air was a luxury 
We sat down by it and lunched, and from 
that point took nur last backward view. 
Isolated pinnacles of ice stood up all around 
us like monuments in the black sand, and 
far below cumulus clouds filled up the 
valley with symmetrical arrangement, llke 
pavement. Through furtive openings 
charming hits of earth appeared, reminding 
of Holmes’ charming lines of a spirit 
“ homesick in heaven.” who looked hack__ 
To catch pereliancc some ¡lashing glimpse of 
green. 
Or breathe some wild-wood fragrance wafted 
Through Ibcopeufug gafes of pearl. 


W. II. Bishop, who visited the crater in 
1882, says that up to Las Cruces the effort 
is rewarded in a view of the “ kingdoms of 
the world and the glory thereof,” which 
could not be obtained elsewhere; 
but 
above this it has little more reward than 
that 
of being able 
to boast of 
it 
to 
your friends. 
Despite 
all 
precautions, a few steps in the snow render 
one’s feet sodden and numb with cold. 
There was a painful slipping and fall­ 
ing, and 
blood-marks left by un­ 
gloved hands. The grade is excess­ 
ive, the tup invisible, and the prospect 
consists of jagged snow-pinnacles without 
cessation, an endless staircase reaching 
into the sky. Sometimes in the sun all 
these pinnacles glitter as if crusted with 
diamonds, again thick fogs, like a gray 
pall, cover everything. There can he no 
more casting yourself down to rest in the 
warm scoria-. If you sit you are chilled; 
yet von must rest continually. Every step 
is a calculation and an achievement—vou 
calculate that you will allow yourself a 
rest after ten or twenty more. 
The smooth, cone-like surface is covered 
with snows of unknown depth, which have 
been thawing noons and freezing nights 
ever since the creation, may he. It is 
slippery as glass, and being almost perpen­ 
dicular, would be insurmountable were it 
not for the innumerable ice-columns cverv- 
where projecting. One is constantly slid­ 
ing backwards, but not more than a foot or 
two before being brought to a stand-still 
by one of these pillars. But though ex­ 
ceedingly laborious, there is little real 
danger in the ascent—if one’s lungs and 
limbs can endure it—there being im ava­ 
lanches and few crevasses. 
.Suddenly we come upon a black and 
yawning gulf. Eureka! The feat is ac­ 
complished—the crater is reached. A 
strange dizziness and a darting pain 
through the temples, combined with in­ 
tensity of excitement, so overpowered me 
that 1 sank breathless in the snow, while 
the peons rolled me up in a blanket and 
baptized me with brandy in their zealous 
haste. But Mrs. Pierce—my brave and 
irrepressible “ Betsy ”—succumbed to no 
such weakness. Standing at the verv 
mouth of old Talae, the “ god of storms,” 
with his hot and sulphurous breath upon 
her, she celebrated the victory by discharg­ 
ing the six chambers of her revolver, 
which created such concussion in the cra­ 
ter that great stones rolled down its sides 
and the reverberations were deafening. 
Of all the wandering millions since this 
weary world was young, few feet have ever 
reached this spot, and of these few not 
many have been women’s. 
Think of it—over three and a half miles 
in mid-air, half a mile above the tip-top 
pinnacle of Mont Rlane! The highest 
mountain in Europe lacks over two thou­ 
sand feet of being as lofty as Popocatepetl. 
Of course the chief object of interest on 
hip of the volcano is the crater. Imagine 
the interior of a mountain literally blown 
out by an explosion, to the depth of 1,800 
feet, leaving a narrow rim on its inside 
surface, over which the -ea of snow curls 
higher than a man’s head. I looked over 
the dizzy brink in mute astonishment. A 
vast cavity, unsuspected from the outside, 
at least ¡i mile across, sank away at my feet' 
rock-ribbed, ragged and torn along its pre­ 
cipitous sides. Out of the orifice in its 
deep and dismal bottom, rose jets of steam 
puffing and blowing in the dead air. A 
workman who had wrought in the crater 
told me that the fumeros, or steam-vents 
instead of being a loot in diameter, asthev 
appeared, measured from 12 to 18 feet. 
The vapor pouring out of these holes is 
highly impregnated with sulphur, which 
is deposited on the rocks and in the soil, 
furnishing an inexhaustible supply of this 
valuable mineral. The crane and rigging 
for lowering the workmen into this inferno 
consists of a strong beam projecting a few 
feet over the abyss ; over a pulley in the 
end runs a long rope, with a loop in the 
lower end. The person wishing to descend 
stands in the loop, holds the rope in one 
hand, and with the other manages a stick 
to protect himself from injury by swinging 
against tiie rocks. Two peons let the rope 
run slowly over t ho pulley, and the descent 
occupies alxnit fifteen minutes. 
The bottom of the crater is covered with 
scoria-, which glitters with various colors. 
In one place is a stone, so large that a man 
can stand upon it, which rises and falls as 
it feels the ofiect of the subterranean 
vapors. At the lowest point is a lake, the 
water of which has an a id taste. The 
edge of the water is composed of iuimen.se 
boulders of pnrpherv and basalt, and one 
may descend some distance on foot by an 
icy pathway leading downward to the huge 
rock which supports the malacate or ma­ 
chine for lowering the workmen. 
Since the mountain has been giving out 
its sulphurous breath for unnumbered cen­ 
turies, the amount already existing is be­ 
yond estimation, and something like a 
ton is daily deposited. It would hanllv 
he an exaggeration to say that the tipper 
part of the mountain is an immense block 
of sulphur, inclosed in a shell of rock a few 
yards thick. Three qualities of sulphur 
are obtained by the operations here. The 
host is almost chemically pure, and is ob­ 
tained at the nape rad o.i or steam-vents; 
thence it issues in a liquid state and hard­ 
ens as it cools. The othi'r two qualities 
are known to the trade as “rich” and 
“pure" sulphur ore. The former yields 
from 82 to 87 per cent of pure sulphur; the- 
latter about 5U per cent. The process used 
in its purification is that of Michel. Dis­ 
tillation takes place at Hamacas in half­ 
cylinders, which serve as retorts. One 
who has stood upon the brink of that crater 
can never forget the awful silence that 
broods over the scene of desolation.

The B irth of M atter. 
Human thought has never been ahle to 
form a theory of the origin of matter, life 
°f force, any more than to conceive a be­ 
ginning of tinte or limit of space. Of 
matter, hitherto men have I icon accus­ 
tomed to think that the 70 or more so- 
called elements were the ultimate atoms. 
One evening in the theater of the Royal 
Institution, and in presence of a distin­ 
guished audience, Win. Crookes, F. R. S. 
brought forward a lecture on the “Genesis 
of the Elements,” a series of brilliant ex­ 
periments tending to show that these 
atoms have been themselves evolved from 
simpler forms of matter. 
The learned 
chemist dealt chiefly with the substance 
yttrium, derived from one of the rare 
earths, and to break it up into its fractions 
he had to use the electric current, the 
spectroscope and posphoreseence in an ex­ 
ceedingly low medium. 
Mr. Crookes has 
carried beyond any other investigator ex­ 
perimentation in the nearest approach to a 
vacuum, and, amid loud cheers, he produced 
a little vial containing air of only the 
fifty-millionth of common air in densitv 
and yet holding within five-sixteenths of a 
cubic inch, he confidently asserted, 100 
million million molecules. The experiments 
were made in air of about a millionth of an 
atmosphere, and the phosphorescent glows 
produced were exceedingly fine. As a 
net result, the yttrium appeared to be 
broken up so as to yield six new elements; 
and thence followed the conclusion that at 
some time in the history of the universe 
these materials have been combined. He 
said that a few weeks ago in this theater 
Sir William Thompson asked them to 
travel back with him an imaginary excur­ 
sion of about 20,000,000 years. He then 
pictured to them the moment before the 
birth of our sun, when the Lueretian atoms 
rushed from all parts of space with veloci­ 
ties due to gravitation, and, clashing to­ 
gether, formed an incandescent fluid mass, 
the nucleus of :t solar system, with 30,000,­ 
000 years of life in it. Mr. Crookes then 
asked them to accompany him to a period 
even more remote, to the very liegmning 
of time, before even the chemical atoms 
had consolidated from the original protyle; 
and thus starting, the lecturer went on to 
show how, by theprocessof cooling, and the 
intervention of various states of electricity, 
the successive elements as we now know 
them might have come into existence from 
one single form of primordial matter. Pro­ 
longed applause followed the close of the 
address.— London Telegraph.

Cold does not kill the triple alliance of 
last summer. Plaids, bars and stripes do 
not fall with the leaves, hut piled on 
counters, give evidence of coming influ­ 
ence. Their last estate, likewise, is greater 
than their former, since rich velvet com­ 
binations succeed the thin outlines for 
warm weather, and deep-toned, varied 
wools, replace cotton fabrics. Attractions 
are multiplied by the line weaving» of the 
Jacquard loom, and these “ Jacquard 
wools,” as they are called, will he admira­ 
ble at present and remembered in time to 
come, liecause of redundant richness. 
Simulated flowers in velvet pile are placed 
in columns and made thus stitllv to trav­ 
erse expensive wool material, while flowers 
in equally natural and diversified colors, 
look tip from beds depressed in velvet 
bordering». Similar ideas are also pre­ 
sented in monotones, and arc acceptable as 
a change or to those who prefer quiet 
colors, while in opposite style are wools 
bestrewn with mathematical, astronomical 
or lozenge and almond-shaped figures. 
M anyare quite large; stripes sometimes 
are very broad, and plaids attain to huge­ 
ness. These things firing their opposites, 
and plain wools conic for combination— 
soft, as their contrasts show boldness. 
Modes of uniting vary, but a favorite idea 
of last summer will constantly now find 
repetition. Large plaids will compose the 
skirt, with jerscv waist, and jerseys there­ 
fore follow every fashionable fancy—being 
shirred on the shoulders, having yokes, 
drawn in plaits, etc.

Ry the craze for bars. Narrow silken lines 
are embedded it its ¡ule so as to form 
squares of three inches,and gold, a favorite 
choice for these stripes, looks up with 
pretty enough result. 
Narrow lines of 
silk are also woven in checks within a 
large square, and smaller squares, with 
wider outlines,vary velvet surfaces. Stripes, 
though less novel in thought, are equally

GIRLS’ LOVE AFFAIRS. 
The .Sentimental Person Said to lie the 
liest Equipped in Life. 
Miss Rose Elizabeth Cleveland’s signa­ 
ture was appended to the following fresh 
article from the Bos-ton Journal : 
I am convinced that the popular ver­ 
dict is in this case not the correct one, and 
if these lines have an object, that object 
lies in the direction of a contribution 
toward an effiirt to show that the truly 
sentimental man or woman has the best 
preparation toward the practical affairs of 
life.As usual, philology is at fault. The 
word sentimental has suffered as much de­ 
flection from its simple, real meaning as 
lias the word practical. The latter has 
come to stand for things real, the former 
for things unreal; or, if more liberal minds 
deny the strict truth of this designation, 
they will scarcely attempt to reject a mod­ 
ification of it, by which it is claimed that 
to follow the practical aflitirs of life is to 
follow the things which are certainly and 
surely the remunerative things of life, the 
things about which we a ttially know, and 
whose value is real because it is in things 
seen and proven; while to follow things 
sentimental is ¿o pursue a shadow, or at 
least a thing which, if attained, does not 
respond to the demands of a busy and 
effective human career. 
Nothing could be further from the logic 
of human experience. 
Every achieve­ 
ment has its beginning in the mind. The 
Buddhists were right. All reality is in 
the thought. Here is the root of the deed. 
It is the man of true sentiment only who 
has behind him and before hint an effective 
human career. 
A good mother was lamenting to me the

“ Kill two birds with one stone.” 
your apricot trees now, and feed the green 
branches to the poultry and pets. 
Keep the roosting places of the chick*, 
clean, feed only as much »o|t feed or scraps 
as they will eat upclean. Keep the drink­ 
ing vessels filled with pure water, and 
clean them every day, and you will not lie 
bothered with gapes. 
The heat of summer is past ; the fowls 
have about all completed molting and are 
laying. The roosts, yards, nest-boxes, and 
in fact everything connected with the 
poultry yards should have a thorough over­ 
hauling before the heavy winds set in. 
Brush crude petroleum over roosts and 
into cracks where lice find refuge. Sprinkle 
the floors with carbol ¡zed water, clean up 
all filtii about the yards, and fill up all 
holes where water may stand, so as to thor­ 
oughly drain the yards. 
Early hatched pullets are now laying, 
and will continue to shell out all winter if 
well managed. 
Remember that pullets 
are still growi ig besides producing eggs, 
and require more food than old hens. Yard 
them separately, for if allowed to run to­ 
gether the old stock will become ton fat or 
the pullets too lean. 
It the cockerels are all kept in one in­ 
closure they will grow up \fithout becom­ 
ing quarrelsome, and are altogether easier 
to manage. The culls may lie taken out 
j and sold or eaten, but a cockerel should 
| never lie returned to a yard after being 
' out for even a day, as there will very 
likely he war in camp. 
October is a good month to hatch 
chicks, provided that the breeding stock 
is in good health, and the chicks ittav he 
protected from the winter rains. If the 
above conditions arc present, the chicks 
will thrive, and all i nils may he sold bv 
January at a good price. Fall hatched 
chicks are much tobe preferred to sum­ 
mer hatches, as they hatch hotter and ¡ire 
much easier to care for with a little extra 
preparation. 
Douglas’ mixture seems to stand the test 
of time remarkably well. One of the best 
breeders on this coast informs us that lie 
knows of nothing to equal it as a tonic 
during the molting season. He gives it 
to his fowls twice or three times each 
week, mixed with tlu-ir soft food. It is 
easily prepared as follows: Dissolve eight 
ounces of copperas in one gallon of water, 
and add one-half fluid ounce of sulphuric 
acid, kept in an earthenware or glass 
vessel, and use as wanted. 
Alfalfa and apricot leaves make first-class 
green food for poultry, and, in fact, any of 
the domestic animals or pets. Alfalfa is 
cheaper and easier to raise than any “gar­ 
den truck” that we know of, and is green 
the year round, while the apricot primings 
(cut any time after the fruit is off) come 
at a time when other green feed is excep­ 
tionally scarce. Give them a trial and re­ 
port.Light and active liens make the best 
mothers, quite a number of poultry writers 
to the contrary, notwithstanding. While 
setting they are less liable to break the 
eggs by their weight, and after the chicks 
are hatched they will “rustle” around and 
find insect food for the brood, at the same 
time giving them exercise, which to all 
young growing things means health and 
growth. 
Do not discard good mothers on account 
of their age. When you find a hen that 
raises you one or two fine broods in a 
season, no matter of what brood she is, try 
her another season, and if she still con­ 
tinues to serve you faithfully in this direc­ 
tion, even though she is the veriest scrub, 
mark her in some way auil keep her on, 
year after year, until -Hie either dies of old 
age or disgraces herself in some unpardon­ 
able manner. We have now a little lien 
that is a cross of a Houdan on a dung-hill 
fowl, then crossed again on the Plymouth 
Rock. She is small in size, Plymouth 
Rock in color, hut has the Iloudan “top­ 
knot” or crest. She is over seven years 
old, yet site is as spry as a pullet, and will 
fight any lien on the place—if not accus­ 
tomed to being with them—and no lien on 
the place has laid any better, set any 
steadier, or reared a larger brood of 
healthy, hearty chicks than she.—Califor­ 
nia Corkier.

C ardinal G ibbons C alls A tten tion to 
D efects in “ O ur P olitica l and 
S ocial In stitu tion s.”

An article in the current North American 
Review: is attracting considerable attention, 
both because of the nature of the subject 
and the position and fame of t he writer. 
James Gibbons, tlie new American Cardi­ 
nal, discusses some defects of “ our politi­ 
cal and social institutions” in an interest­ 
ing and suggestive manner. In his opin­ 
ion, tlie dangers that threaten civilization 
in this country may be chiefly traced to 
the family. “ The root of the Common­ 
wealth is in the homes of the people. The 
social and civil life of a nation springs 
from thedomestic life of mankind.” Among 
the evils which threaten the nation the 
Cardinal enumerates Mormonlsm and di­ 
vorce, an imperfect system of education, 
the desecration of the Christian Sabbath, a 
fraudulent ballot and an administration of 
justice pernicious in its dilatory character. 
The objections set forth to Mormonism 
arc those with which the public is already 
familiar, and need not he dwelt upon here. 
The writer’s characterization of the most 
of the causes upon which divorces are 
granted as ‘‘pretexts’’ is appropriate. In 
all there are in this country twenty-two, 
or more grounds on which the marriage tie 
is served by law, and in Illinois and Maine 
the matter of granting a divorce lies at the 
discretion of the Judge. These facts only 
help recall public attention to the supreme 
importance of establishing uniform di­ 
vorce laws, based upon justifiable princi­ 
ples throughout the United States. 
Cardinal Gibbons enters an emphatic 
plea in behalf of adding the religious ele­ 
ment to the popular system of education. 
In this he, of course, presents the views of 
his church on the subject, which believes 
that secular and religious training should 
he combined in the same function. It is 
scarcely necessary to say this is not the 
prevailing opinion in this country. Aver­ 
age public sentiment recognizes the impor­ 
tance of educating the individual religi­ 
ously, hut experience has shown that, with 
the multiplicity of beliefs and sects, it is 
better to leave the matter of religious 
training to the family and the church. An 
impartial study of American institutions 
will convince any one that America has 
not suffered from this arrangement. 
Every word which the writer uses in lie- 
ha it nf the strict observance of tlie Sabbath 
deserves careful consideration. Apart from 
religious reasons, one day in seven should 
he regarded as a day of cessation from sec­ 
ular pursuits. The world can accomplish 
more in a period in which only six days of 
every seven are devoted to work than it 
could by having no respite from employ­ 
ment. Civilization makes far more rapid 
strides because of the influences springing 
from the institution of the Sabbath. Toil 
is necessary, but unremittent it degrades 
the man and proves a curse. Interspersed 
with regular periods of rest all evil effects 
from such a source are prevented. This is 
to look at the subject in its lower and sec­ 
ular aspects alone. Savagery has no >.ih- 
liath : indeed it could not lie what it is with 
that institution as one of the elevating in­ 
fluences to lift it above itself. 
Cardinal Gibbons does not touch upon 
this side of tlie topic, though by doing so lie 
would greatly strengthen his argument in 
behalf of the Sabbath. It is not everv 
Christian ordinance or practice that can iti- 
contestihly call to its support so much sec­ 
ular consideration. Cardinal 
Gibbons 
sounds this warning; “A dose observer 
cannot fail to note the dangerous inroads 
which have been made un the Lord’s Dav 
within the last quarter of a century in our 
own country ; and if these invasions are 
not checked in time the religious quiet 
now happily reigning in Baltimore and 
other well-ordered cities will lit* changed 
into a day of noise and turbulence, when 
the sound of the bell will he drowned by 
the echo of the hammer and the drov 
when the prayer-book and Bible will he 
supplanted by the newspaper and the 
magazine, when the votaries of the theater 
and drinking saloon will outnumber the 
church worshipers, and the salutary 
thoughts of God, and of the soul, and óf 
eternity will he choked by the cares of 
business and by the pleasures and dissipa­ 
tions of the world.” 
It is well for the public to keep the 
dangers above referred to constantly before 
its heed. 
What the Cardinal says upon the sub­ 
ject of the ballot i> so brief that it i> here 
reproduced in full: 
“ The ballot is the expression of the will 
of a free people, and its purity should he 
guarded with the utmost jealousy. To vio­ 
late that purity is to wound the State in 
its tenderest point. 
“ The repeated cry o f‘election frauds’ is 
one full of wanting. In many instances, 
undoubtedly, it is the empty charge of de­ 
feated partisans .against the victors; vet 
enough remain of a substantial character 
to he ominous. In every possible wav—bv 
tickets insidiously printed, by ‘stuffing’ the 
box, by ‘tissue ballots, and ‘repeating’ 
and ‘ personation’—frauds are attempted, 
and too often successfully, upon the ballot. 
It is the gravest menace to free institu­ 
tions. 
“ Defective registration laws and negli­ 
gence to secure the ball..t-hox by careful 
legal enactments, in part account for such 
a state of affairs ; hut a ¡¡rime cause is that 
the better class of citizens so often stand 
aloof from practical politics and the (•(in­ 
duct of campaigns. It is one result of uni­ 
versal suffrage that elections verv fre­ 
quently turn upon the votes of that large 
class made up of the rough and baser sort. 
To influence and organize this vote is the 
‘dirty work’ of politics. Gentlemen natu­ 
rally shrink from ii. Hence it lias gotten, 
for the most part with the general politi­ 
cal machinery, into unreputablc hands; 
and from these hands issue the election 
frauds, which thicken in the great cities 
and gravely endanger our institutions. 
The ballot i- the ready and potent instru­ 
ment which registers the will of a free 
people for their own government, and the 
violation of its purity leads directly to the 
point where there is either loss of libertv 
or revolution to restore it. 
“ We hail it with satisfaction that a 
more healthy public opinion in tli is quar­ 
ter seems developing, that reputable citi­ 
zens appear more disposed to hear an active 
part in practical politics, and that ‘re­ 
form,’ ‘free ballot,’ ‘a fair account,’ are be­ 
coming, under the pressure, more and more 
party watchwords. It is a purifying tend­ 
ency in a vital direction.” 
Equally pertinent is his denunciation of 
the law's delays, especially in eases so 
vitally affecting the public welfare. He 
voices the feeling of all intelligent and 
honorable citizens when he says: “ A 
prompt execution of the law’s sentence, 
after a fair trial had, is that which strikes 
terror into evil-doers and satisfies the ¡itih- 
lic conscience. The reverse of this among 
us has brought reproach upon the adminis­ 
tration of justice and given plausible 
grounds for the application of lynch law.” 
Coming lront Cardinal Gibbons, this advo­ 
cacy of these important principles will 
command wide attention and carry unu­ 
sual weight.— Troy Times. 


the ground for some distance, and, as it. in­ 
variably becomes contaminated by taking 
up carbonic acid gas in its passage, is not 
suitable for inhaling. The house acts as a 
sucker on the ground; and if, unfortu- : 
¡lately, the site is one on “ made” ground 
—that i-, composed of all the refuse of a 
town-—the ground air becomes the medium i 
o! disease. 
No houses should be built 
without a well ventilated air space lie- 
tween the earth and the ground floor, 
especially if the layer of concrete on the 
surface lie omitted. The walls should be 
built of good hard-burnt bricks or non- 
[lorotts stone set in lime or cement mot tar. 
Common underburnt bricks or porous 
stones hold moisture, which evaporates 
with a rtsc in the temperature, and so 
chills the air in the house. If the bricks 
or stones of the walls are suspected of 
holding moisture the whole of the external 
surface* should lie covered with cement, or 
tiled or slated above. The foundations of 
the walls should rest on thick beds of con­ 
crete bedded in the earth; and to prevent 
the ground damp rising up the walls a 
damp proof course of slates in cement or 
it lied of asphalt should he laid in the fn«l 
thickness or width of the wall just above 
the ground side. Dryness in this climate 
is so essential to health that any building 
which in its floors, walls or roof sins bv ad­ 
mitting moisture should he rejected'as a 
place of residence by those who value 
their health. In tropical climates build­ 
ings are constructed to keep out the heat; 
but here we build to retain the heat and 
keep out the cold.

IlulUüiig Fites and Choosing Houses. 
A writer in a recent number of Cham­ 
bers Journal makes the following good 
suggestions to persons about to build or 
purchase a house. In selecting a house or 
a site for a new one, rememlier that where 
sun will shine on the house lor some 
hours a day, one element of good is se­ 
cured, especially if the sunshine enters at 
the windows of the living rooms or rooms 
most used during the day time. After the 
aspect has been found to be suitable, and 
that a plentiful supply of sun anil air is in­ 
sured, attention should lie given to the 
general position and construction of the 
house. If the ground is at all porous a 
layer of concrete, not less than six inches 
thick, composed of cement or lime and 
broken bricks or gravel, should be spread 
over the floor. Air will travel through

Tlie Plantin M useum. 
In the ye;*r 1876 the city of Antwerp, 
aided by subvention from the State, pur­ 
chased the Hotel 1’lautin, with its entire 
contents and dependencies, for l,200,000f. 
Large as was the price it cannot lie deemed 
excessive; for the Mttsee Plantin-Moretus, 
it» it is now called, is unique among Euro­ 
pean museums. The building forms a 
large quadrangle, and the visitor on enter­ 
ing finds himself carried hack to the days 
of Alva and Faraese. Through the ample, 
hut not extravagant, apartments of a 
wealthy merchant’s dwelling he passes into 
the offices and workshops requisite for the 
business of a royal printer, bookseller and 
publisher. Pictures and portraits by 
Rubens anil other Flemish artists decorate 
the walls. Engravings of singular merit 
and rarity hang in profusion and fill quaint 
oaken presses. Copper plates and wooden 
blocks—head and tail pieces—initial let­ 
ters of giant size and dainty device—count­ 
less store of type, Hebrew, Greek, Gothic, 
Italian, Roman, cast i:t the days when 
typefounding was an art which, like so 
many of its sisters, sprang into perfection 
from it birth, in contemptuous disregard 
of modern theories of gradual develop­ 
ment—matrices, and punches, and printing 
presses all occupy the places they filled 
three centuries ago. 
The correctors’ 
tables 
suggest 
the 
memory 
of 
the 
painstaking 
accuracy 
with 
which 
not 
only learned . men, 
but young girls poured over proofs of 
sacred and classic literature in the original 
Latin, Greek and Hebrew. The library 
contains a very large and valuable collec­ 
tion of impressions from the famous press 
whose issues were of high, in some eases of 
unparalleled, artistic merit, and many of 
whose slight brochures have become rari­ 
ties. The shop recalls the days when a 
passing student could purchase for a trifle 
editions for which tlie book-hunter now 
sighs in vain. Yet this enumeration em­ 
braces hut a tithe of the contents of the 
Mttsee I’lantin. The archives of the firm 
contain thousands of documents—minutes 
of Plantin'» entire correspondence, as well 
as a multitude of letters addressed to him ; 
account hooks, day-books and ledgers; 
inventories, catalogues and price-lists; 
records of payments to authors and cor­ 
rectors, to printers, engravers, bookbinders 
and workmen of every craft ; deeds of con­ 
veyance, contracts, privileges and royal 
warrants; cahicrs of tlie half-yearly 
fairs at Frankfort; current accounts with 
sovereigns, Princes and Cardinals, as well 
as with ordinary mercantile correspondents 
at home and abroad. So vast is the mass 
of material that M. Rooses does not exag­ 
gerate in affirming that no similar record 
is in existence of the life of any private 
person who lived three centuries ago.— Th> 
(¿uarterhj Review.

The Peking G azette. 
Tiiis venerable organ is interesting to 
foreigners rather on account of its an­ 
tiquity than of the matter contained. It 
was first mentioned in the early part of 
the eighth century, and was then a written 
circular. The date of transition to block 
printing is uncertain, although we know 
the art of printing was practiced in China 
before it was invented in Europe. The 
journal luis recently taken a new lease of 
lile, and is now published in three edi­ 
tions. The first, called the Kiny-Paoa, is 
printed on yellow paper, and constitutes 
the official gazette of the empire. The 
ILing-Paou (Gunmen ial Journal), contains 
information relating to trade, and is 
also printed upon yellow paper. Tlie 
third, the Pilau-Paou (Provincial Jour­ 
nal), is printed on red paper, and 
consists of extracts from the other 
two editions. 
Tlie total circulation 
of the three issues is about 15,000 copies, 
and the editorship is confided to a com­ 
mittee of six members of tlie Academy of 
Hanlin. That tiie application of me­ 
chanics to tlie arts and sciences possesses 
some interest to the Government of China 
is evident from the fact that a few years 
ago the Official Gazette was tlie medium 
for imparting to the world, by means of an 
imperial decree, the startling announce­ 
ment of tlie discovery of perpetual motion 
by a sub-prefect named Tung! In tiie 
words of the decree, this inventive genius 
“ proposed to construct a steamboat tube 
impelled by steam generated without the 
use of fire,” and certain high officials were 
directed “ to devise tlie means for provid­ 
ing tlie 3,000 taels required to carry the 
invention into execution.” As nothing 
more has been heard of Mr. Tung’s dis­ 
covery, we fear it must have shared the 
fate of other attempts in the same direc­ 
tion.— The National Review.

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Ile p c r t o f C o m m issio n er G eo. W est 
—R e v iew o f V in e y a rd P ro ­ 
d u c ts , a n d tl>e O u tlo o k . 


< icurge "West, Y iticultural Conmii-rioner 
: r the Sat: Joaquin District, has made the 
following report t" the State Board, under 
date of June "0, 1877 : 
A review of the progress made in viti­ 
culture in this district since my last report 
is very gratifying. Two years ago the only 
counties that made any pretension.- toward 
grape-growing were San Joaquin 
and 
Fresno, while now the greatest interest is 
taken in viticulture throughout the whole 
San Joaquin valley, and there lias been an 
immense increase in the acreage both of 
wine and raisin grapes, notably in Fresno 
county. 
SAN JO A ql'IN CO I'NT Y. 
It has been impossible to obtain an ex­ 
: ’ estimate of the acreage planted in 
vines in San Joaquin county, for the reason 
that the lands were long since divided into 
comparatively small holdings, and as tbev 
are almost universally fine and nearly ail 
well adapted to grape-growing, a great 
many small vineyards have been planted, 
the exact acreage of which has been im­ 
possible to obtain. 
However, I consider 
1'.* '00 acres a low estimate, and 1 am 
pleased to note in this connection that 
nearly all the vineyards that hav • l>een 
planted in the past two years have been 
planted in the very choicest varieties of 
vines, the preference for wine graj.es being 
' : thcTannct, < ahernet Sauvignon. Cab­ 
ernet Franc, Móndense, Verdot, Malbeek, 
Si. Mo caire, P etit llouschet, Trousseau 
and M ataro for red wines, the Folie 
Blanche, W hite Prolific, Boal ur.d Colom- 
l ar for white wines and brandies. 
For 
table graj.es, the Black Prince, Tokay, 
Emperor and Black Ferrara, are almost 
exclusively used. 
1 w; aid urge the planting of resistant 
-locks in all eases, the extra exjiense being 
amply rej.aid by permanency of the vine­ 
yard secured thereby. 


PROSPECTS OK INCREASED ACRKAWi:. 
It is: probable that the coming winter 
will see a large increase in the acreage of 
vines, as the j.rotits derived from the in­ 
dustry in this section are very satisfactory, 
the yield being phenomenally heavy and 
the quality of the product excellent. 
San 
Joaquin county is so situated that both 
sweet and dry wines can be produced. 
No 
vineyards are planted in raisin graj.es for 
the r. ason that the season for drying i- s o 
short :> to make the venture hazardous. 


TABI.E GRAPE?. 
Tal p grapes of a quality unexcelled 
are produced on the black lands around 
Stockton, and a considerable acreage is de­ 
voted to their culture.

The profits of 
the i usincss are large and it is one j.artie- 
ularly attractive to peojde of limited 
means, the heavy investments necessary to 
the wine business not being required. 
Many growers sell their products to the 
packer- in the sweat boxes and realize a 
handsome income from a small acreage of 
vines. 
An immense 
number of small 
vineyards will be planted this winter in 
raisin graj.es throughout Fresno county. 
A few years ago the only vineyards iu 
the county were in the immediate vicinity 
of Fresno City, but lately large tracts of 
land both north and south have been 
brought under irrigation and j.lanted in 
vines. 
The vineyards around M inturn and Ma­ 
dera, in the northern part of this county, 
are divoted almost exclusively to wine­ 
growing, while around Fowler, Selma and 
Kingsb’.irg, on the so«.h, the preference is 
given to raisins. 
Appended to this report 
will He found a cornj.lete list of the vine- 
gr avers of Fresno county, together with 
the number of acres and varieties of vines 
j.lanted by each. 
Had it been j.racticable 
1 should have made a sim ilar list from the 
other counties in my district, but the acre­ 
age of vines did not warrant the expendi­ 
ture which would have been required to 
canvass such a large territory. 
TULARE COUNTY. 
Tulare county is at last realizing the 
fact that she has countless acres of fine 
land well adaj.ted to grajie growing, but it 
is only w ithin the j.ast three years that 
any iiujx>rtant plantations have been made. 
There are probably 800 acres of vines in 
the county jirincipally in raisin grajres, 
and as the conditions are similar, her 
products will undoubtedly equal those of 
Fresno in excellence. 
Kern county has also planted a consid­ 
erable acreage of vineyard in the j.ast few 
years, and as a heavy immigration is pour­ 
ing into the whole San Joaquin valley, it 
will l>e but a short time before the won­ 
derful resources of this county will be 
more fully develojied. 
Regarding the 
future of tbe industry in general I have 
no fears. 
Prices for graj.es this season arc 
very low, but I do not believe the dej.res- 
sion will be of long duration. 
T he business of condensing must is in 
its infancy, and when fully developed will 
undoubtedly relieve the m arket of a large 
part of the surplus crop. Our jirincipal 
trouble has arisen from the fact that our 
wines have been m arketed too young, but 
I believe most growers will now hold 
them until they are j.roperly matured, and 
sales in the East will be m aterially in­ 
creased in consequence.

“ The contrast between the two com­ 
manders was very striking, am! could not 
fail to attract marked attention, as they sat 
ten feet apart facing each other. 
General 
i irant, then nearly 43 years of age, was 
five feet eight inches in bight, with shoul­ 
ders slightly stooped. 
His hair and full 
1 heard were a nut-brown, without a trace of 
gray in them. He had on a single-breasted 
blouse, made of dark-blue flannel, unbut­ 
toned in front, and showing a waistcoat 
underneath. 
He wore an ordinary jiair of 
toji-bools, with his trousers inside, and was 
without sj.urs. 
The l>oots and jx.rtions of 
his clothes were sj.attered with mud. 
He 
had had on a |>air of thread gloves, of a 
dark yellow color, which lie had taken off 
on entering the room. 
Ilis felt ‘sugar- 
loaf still-brimmed hat was thrown on the 
table beside him. 
He had no sword, and a 
¡.air of shoulder-strajsi was all there was 
about him to designate his rank.

Leo N H L is a great 
sjjeculator, and subscribes to the Italian 
loans in order to sell when the value rises 
and invest the profits in the English con­ 
solidated fund. 2. The proceeds of Peter’s 
pence. • Ib is branch of the revenue has 
suffered greatly in recent years, but never­ 
theless, the average amounts to about 
2,000,000 lire, or about £83,000. 
These 
two sums, which rej.reseut £203,000 per 
annum, constitute the ordinary income of 
liis holiness. 
It is distributed by the 
Chamberlain among the Cardinals resid­ 
ing in Rome—about £1,000 jier annum for 
each Cardinal—among the prelates of the 
l’ajisl Court, the Secretaries, the nuncios, 
the guards of the Pontiff’s hotly, etc.

A I ta t C at r h e r. 
John Gregory, of New York, is a j.ro- 
fessional rat catcher. 
He recently cleared 
Jay Gould’s steam yacht A tlanta of rats 
and was paid $400 for the job, and has 
made a contract to keep her clear of rats 
for $200 a year. 
lie is employed l.y such men as Baldwin, 
Lorrillard, Bonner and Dwyer, to keej. 
their stables clear of rats. 
He is kej.t 
busy, does his work well and makes money. 
A branch of his business was furnishing 
the New York rat mains with live rodents, 
when such sjiort was fashionable. 
In clearing a stable, cellar or steamer of 
rats he uses from five to ten ferrets, two 
terriers and a rat net. 
The dogs scent the 
rat holes. 
Then the ferrets are put in the 
holes. The rats run from the lerrets to the 
holes, where they run into the nets. Some­ 
times a she rat shows battle to protect her 
young, hut a rat is no match for a ferret. 
The ferrets only kill about one rat out of 
ten. 
The rest of the rats run into the 
nets and then the dogs kill them. 
A fer­ 
ret catches a rat by the throat, sucks its 
l.lood and then leaves it. 
The ferrets de­ 
stroy all the tiests and young rats, but 
after a ferret has appeased its apjietite it 
is useless until it gets hungry again, and 
for this reason are kej.t as hungry as pos­ 
sible. 
It costs a large amount of money to keej. 
up a stock of ferrets for this business, as 
they are lost in various ways, poisoning, 
falling into well holes, getting killed l.y 
dogs, etc. 
Besides they are short-lived. 
“ English J a c k ” imj.orts all his ferrets, 
and j.ays $10 to $15 each for them.— 'Ihe 
California Cackler.

Incidental to the denunciation of this 
most obvious abuse of the privileges of a

method of 
determining 
whether the land values in the neighbor­ 
hood of a large city are inflated, which is 
of interest.” 
It then summarizes that 
standard ¡11 these words; 
“ Briefly, it is 
that no valuation beyond that properly 
belonging to agricultural land ought to 
attach to outlying lots ¡11 any place where 
inore land is divided into town lots than 
would be required for twenty persons to 
the acre, for the entire population of the 
town.” 
This rule is derived from a very exten­ 
sive inquiry and a careful observation of the 
history of towu-site inflations, a> the 
frontier of civilization has advanced in the 
United States. 
For illustration : in the 
year is.vj a piece of property was sold in 
the city of Keokuk, Iowa, for sixteen hun­ 
dred dollars, which between the dates • if ISñO 
and 1SG0 would have been good security at 
any bank for $50,000. 
Keokuk was re­ 
garded ;;s the gate city of the Northwest, 
it was situated at the mouth of the IV - 
Moines river, and at the foot of Hie lower 
rapids of the Mississippi. The navigation 
of the Mississippi lietweeu Keokuk, St. 
Louis-, t ineiminti and New Orleans was / 
practicable by a larger class of steamers 
than upon that part of the river lving 
aV ve that point. The lower rapid* of the 
Mis.-issippi, commenting at Keokuk, ex­ 
tended twelve miles up the river. Hot ween 
that point and the upper rapids, which be­ 
gin at lie k Island and Davenport, a dis- 
•ance of a mt one hundred and fifty miles 
there >s auotherspacc of the river navigable 
by large boats, but inaccessible to n u ll 
boats fcv reason of Ibe lower rapids. 
The 
Dos Moir.cs river w;, - navigable to Ed-.lv- 
ville, a d:-;ance of .-cveuty-two miles above 
Keokuk. 
The 
commercial 
advantages 
o f that 
city thus outlined 
created 
an 
¡mpression 
in 
favor 
of 
its 
growth, 
which 
enabled 
real 
estate 
speculators to inflate the values of prop­ 
erty. 
L ittle or 110 attention, however, was 
paid to the amount of property demanded 
for town site 11-0 . 
As in the case of some 
Í the cities of Lower California, an un- 
imited an 
. wa divid ! in:-. •• iwn lots 


—an area sufficient to hold a population of 
from one to three millions of inhabitants. 
The result is already noted. 
There was, 
in fact, no demand for so much area of city 
property, even if the wildest dream of the 
city of Keokuk intlie direction of commer­ 
cial empire had been realized. 
Hut the 
thoughtless and innocent speculator was 
the 
easy 
victim 
of 
the 
thoughtful 
anil cunning operator, and an area suf­ 
ficient for the population of London was 
sold in this locality, where, at the very best, 
it was unreasonable to suppose that a com­ 
mercial 
population 
exceeding 100,000 
would be located in half a century. The 
city of Buffalo, N. Y., is another example 
in point. 
For ten miles in every direc­ 
tion surrounding the city of Buffalo, the 
country was divided into blocks, lots, 
streets, alleys and public squares. 
The 
construction of the Erie Canal, the navi­ 
gability of Lake Eric, the vast commerce 
to flow from the West and the Northwest 
to the A tlantic seaboard, it was assumed 
would focus itself at Bufliilo. 
Upon that 
theory farming land was sold at town-site 
valuations. 
Land which fifty vears ago at 
Buffalo would have brought $0,000 an acre, 
can be had to-day for $100 an acre. The rea- 
for this is obvious. 
The permanency of 
the value of real estate is dependent en­ 
tirely upon the use it m aybe put to. 
Tiie 
land was not demanded for town property 
purposes, and it therefore passed hack into 
the category of lands whose values are de­ 
pendent iqion agricultural uses. 
In the 
case of the city of Keokuk, tile standard of 
twenty inhabitants to the acre is perfectly 
maintained, as it L in 90 per cent, of the 
cities of the country. 
The exceptions re­ 
late largely to suburban cities where indi­ 
viduals will u>e from one to five acres of 
ground, but even ¡11 these suburban in­ 
stances town-site valuations are not main­ 
tained. 
A t their inception, land will 
sell from $1,000 to $3,000 an acre, but 
later it recedes to a point but little above 
its agricultural value. 
Throughout the 
I\ estem States, notably in Illinois. Iowa. 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, a very large 
number of cities were platted and their 
lots sold. 
W e have in mind an instance at 
the junction of the Iowa with the Missis­ 
sippi, where seven thousand acres divided 
into town lots were sold at townsite valua­ 
tions to Eastern speculators. The shrewd 
owner of the land very soon re-acquired his 
property by tax titles, and not 011c single 
house of the twenty or thirty built for 
speculative purposes remains standing to­ 
day. 
W ithin ibe past twenty years in 
California its entire railroad system lias 
been constructed. 
Upon its lines every­ 
where villages have been established. 
Us­ 
ually a t their inception a larger area of 
town lots were sold than was subsequently 
found to he in accordance with the demand) 
as determined by the future growth of the 
place. 
Sooner or later the area of townsite 
valuations was reduced to a normal rela­ 
tion between village populations and the 
value of land for village purposes. 
The 
surplus over the amount thus demanded has 
never retained its value for townsite pur­ 
poses over a period of ten years, but is 
naturally and inevitably forced back to 
the value justified by its highest use as 
fruit or farming land. 
In short, that area 
in cxeesss of twenty inhabitants to the 
acre returned to its proper condition as 
agricultural land, and lias th at use to-day 
in every ’ instance. 
The 
most 
unac­ 
countable 
imbecility 
connected 
with 
these 
ventures 
has 
been 
the 
countenancing 
of 
the 
inflation 
of values by the commercial classes of 
these cities. 
They have somehow held 
vaguely to the illusion that the value of 
outside property has some natural relation 
to the growth of the town—that is to say, 
the merchant with goods to sell has l»een 
almost uniformly deluded into the belief 
th at a high valuation upon unoccupied 
real estate of a town site is conducive to the 
rowlh of trade. 
This is the exact re­ 
verse of the tru th . 
The growth of trade, 
being a direct cause of the increase of 
population, is the indirect cause of the in­ 
crease of property values, hut the arbi­ 
trarily high value placed upon outside or 
unoccupied property has no possible bear­ 
ing upon the increase of trade. 
Our 
Southern California contemporaries resent, 
with an ill-nature and nervousness refer­ 
able only to the weakness of their position 
any attem pt to show the grotesque ab­ 
surdity of the valuations placed upon the 
immense areas which have been laid out 
in town lots in Los Angeles and San Diego 
counties. 
They do this because in a large 
measure their proprietors are interested in 
a speculative way in that class of property, 
and further, because their advertisers are 
real cítate brokers, who are not actual and 
immediate speculators in these values; 
but the actual growth of the country in 
which they pretend to feel so deep ¡111 in­ 
terest is not promoted by this absurd in­ 
flation—-it is in fact retarded. 
However 
great the prospective growth of a eitv, the 
value of the property to come into de­ 
mand by that growth and expansion may 
be anticipated to such an extent that inter­ 
est and taxes will overbalance enhance­ 
ment. The unwary are entrapped into 
the purchase of lands contiguous to a eitv, 
and possibly necessary to its future expan­ 
sion, at such high rates that they cannot 
afford to sell at anything like that rate 
which the growth of the city would es­ 
tablish. 
Herein an obstacle is presented 
to the growth. 
PrO)>crty cannot he had at 
a reasonable valuation for commercial pur­ 
poses. 
It has attained 
already a full 
growth and development of value. 
It has 
passed into the hands of nervous and vi­ 
sionary speculators. 
It has passed from 
the hands of the wise to those of the fool­ 
ish. 
When a boom in real estate co llates 
tlic fabric usually comes down on the 
heads of the uninform ed; men of untrained 
judgmen*, men who have taken monev out 
of mercantile pursuits, and who are car­ 
ried away by the excitement of the hours 
have invested in wild speculative schemes. 
California is 011 the eve of a most phenom­ 
enal growth, exceeding that of any other 
American State fit any time. 
It possesses 
one very rem arkable advantage over any 
other country—the advantage of having 
no country lying west of it. 
In all past 
experience, when in frontier settlement 
r.a i property has attained a considerable 
degree of growth, it has stood still at that 
point Itecause the wave of population 
passed on further westward. 
The demand 
ceased at a given point because of the 
prospective growth of the undeveloped 
country lying west of it. 
W hen that 
wave of prosperity which has crossed the 
continent from the Atlantic seaboard to­ 
ward the shores of the Pacific breaks upon 
beautiful and 
fertile semi-tropical 


reason, it does not follow that commercial 
values will he maintained upon a hundred 
thousand acres, with fifty thousand in­ 
habitants, nor yet with a million, nor yet 
even with two millions; because, in all the 
experience of mankind, and in all the 
philosophy of urban growth, there is no 
instance yet recorded which would justify 
the grotesque exjieetations, which have 
made the tenderfoot the easy victim of 
the conscienceless avarice of the cunning 
speculator. 


IS PULPIT ABILITY DECLINING! 


the 
valleys of C alifornia, it will have come to 
stay, and rise higher and higher with each 
succeeding year, because when it comes it 
will have swept the continent from shore 
to shore. 
If it recedes at all, it will re­ 
cede in imitation of all tides—to the east­ 
ward—having found its ultim a thule. But, 
notwithstanding this sober conclusion of 


1 he New A ork Star says great preachers 
arc very scarce, and asks for names of the 
men to till the places of Beecher, Bellows, 
(-liaptn and AVashlmrne, for instance; or 
who will he able, when the time comes, to 
stand in the shoes of Dr. Storrs, Dr. Pax­ 
ton, Robert Collver, Dr. Orniiston and Dr. 
Armitage? 
It draws the conclusion that 
the cause of an apparent “ dearth of tal­ 
e n t” is due to the fact that young men of 
the brainy order flock to the professions of 
law and medicine and to political life, and 
besides which the student class is not now 
up to the standard in its raw m aterial— 
th at obtained twenty years ago. 
This is 
too violent a statement. 
It is not to he 
accepted as a truth, fur the simple reason 
that the whole intellectual level of the 
people has been elevated, and the contrasts 
are therefore not so strong as in the days 
that called Beecher and Bellows and their 
contemporary geniuses so prominently be­ 
fore the public. 
It is as susceptible of 
proof that there is a general excellence 
and higher general grade of ability in the 
pulpit to-day. 
This is clearly so in at 
least one of the great sects—the Methodist 
Church. 
A class of men are called for 
now by that denomination who, if they 
have not greater 
power and 
broader 
influence with the people, are, as a class, 
certainly better read and more scholarly 
than formerly. 
They have not, perhaps, 
the rugged vigor of their predecessors, but 
they more nearly meet the higher intel­ 
lectual demand of the age. 
The last 
twenty years, moreover, have not been 
marked by great natural events calculated 
to bring into 
prominence the young 
men 
of 
the 
pulpit. 
It 
must 
not 
he 
lost 
sight 
of 
that 
epochs 
of 
great genius do not tread 
upon each 
other’s heels. 
<)ur contemporary should 
also take the fact into account that the 
great men of the pidpit named grow into 
their estate, and did not spring into it 
Beecher heat the pulpit cushions in the 
rude AVest long before lie was called hack 
to the East by recognition of his power. 
About all the famous preachers were the 
result ol slow growth and of environment 
that was harshly frictional, and tended to 
develop powers which in an era of even 
placidity would have experienced far more 
difficulty in attaining placa; in high public 
admiration. 
The anti-slavery agitation, 
the strained relations of sections, the evo 
lutional friction in the pulpit itself, the 
ferment 
of social 
and 
national poli 
eies, all contributed to the development of 
pulpit leaders and great lights. 
Who 
shall say that if the need came tlie present 
might not develop men in the pulpit as 
capable of commanding the attention of 
the world as formerly ? 
If the young men 
of the past twenty-five years, and of the 
present, have flocked to the other profes­ 
sions and deserted the ministry, where 
have they developed marvelous greatness, 
in th e law, for instance? 
W hat men of 
to-day rank comparably in public esti­ 
mate as did Choate and O’Conór ant 
Marshal and Story, and the army of great 
geniuses who have erected monuments to 
legal learning in American jurisprudence? 
Yet, because they may not be named now, 
it is not to be taken for granted that there 
is not eminence and genius at the liar or 
on the bench, which, under different con­ 
ditions, would command as much attention. 
There is in 
the 
army of to-day no 
young men eminent for m ilitary skill and 
the ability to command, though there are 
scores able and capable and equal to the 
needs of the nation. 
But if the occasion 
calls, 
other G rants and Shermans and 
Meades and Hancocks will develop. 
It 
may lie admitted, 
however, th at 
this 
simile is not perfect, since the conflict of 
arms is essential to the discovery of mili­ 
tary genius. 
But in the intellectual bat­ 
tle forever going on, >ve insist there should 
he 110 disparagement of llie soldiers of 
religion, because in recent years the re­ 
cruits have not dereloped wonderfullv 
great Captains and commanding genius. 
But the student class lias given to the 
present an array of pulpit talent not sec­ 
ond to that of any period, taken as a whole, 
for 
intellectual culture 
and scholarly 
ability. The roster of strong preachers and 
religious tcaeher.i, of theological scholars 
and cultured reasoners ¡11 the pulpit to­ 
day. taken as a whole, not only outnumber 
but outrank those of the past, since the 
advance of intellect demands higher talent 
to minister to it. 
There may nut lie in the 
pulpit of this decade so much individual 
intellectual greatness as in some former 
periods, but there is, we hold, more collect­ 
ive intelligence and culture. 


Chinam an and the A frican, the latter would lie 
hopelessly and irretrievably distanced. .Such 
would be the theoretical view ; and such has, 
in at least two well-tried instances, been the 
practical outcome. 
The reference is to the trial of coolie 
labor on the sugar plantations of Louisiana 
and the railways of Texas. 
O ur Missouri contemporary on another 
hand, however, takes exception to 
the 
Douglass “ idea,” and it is in line with the 
thought of the R e c o r d - I x io x , expressed 
a few days since on this topic: 
The South, in the m atter of lalior, is not at all 
sentim ental. 
Her 
dom inant 
classes 
have 
always, and will always, content them selves 
w ith but a literal observance of the injunction 
to eat their bread in the sw eat of the face. It 
will be a great thing for them to secure com­ 
petition am ong laborers, especially as their 
staple crops are grown in com petition w ith the 
poverty-stricken labor of the fellaheen, aud 
and also with that of the coolies of India and 
China. Bringing hercoolies will but strengthen 
her hands in upholding her old and barbarous 
industrial system, and the principal victim of 
the influx will be the race that Frederick Doug­ 
lass assumes, by virtue of liis hybridity, to 
represent. 


THE STOP-OVER PRIVILEGE. 


CHANGE OF SENTIMENT. 


The St. Louis (¡lobe-Democrat sharply 
criticises Fred. Douglass’ plan to import 
(. hiñese as mudsills upon which the ne­ 
groes of the South can rise. It pronounces 
the scheme the most absurd of all the chi­ 
merical ideas born of the brain of man. 
The expression of the 
Globe-Democrat, 
however, is chiefly valuable because of the 
testimony it bear:- to the great change of 
sentiment that is going on at the East 
iHioii the Chinese question. 
The Democrat, 
for instance, gives expression now to senti­ 
ments which a few years ago could be 
found in no journal east of the Missouri 
river, and which the East would not tol­ 
erate in any of its press: 
That labor [Chinese] has been productive of 
no good 111 the deve lopm ent of the Pacific .Slope 
—its eurniugs having been returned to China, 
and its presence rendering great parts of the 
cities of the slops little m ere than the collec­ 
tions of lazar houses. The Chinese constitute 
no part of m e yeomanry of the countrv. and in 
every prom ising respect are infinitely inferior to 
the prohibited pauper labor of Europe. 
W her­ 
ever they have been introduced, trouble has 
been the sole result. 
Again, how brief a time has passed when 
such expressions as the following in an 
Eastern 
leading journal, 
would 
have 
brought upon it a storm of abuse and con­ 
demnation : 
The United states has gone to the extrem e 
length of the tether in acting upon the euphe- 
tnious assum ption ol the brotherhood of man. 
sueli phrases r.*ad well in print, but they do not 
work cut well in practice. .And the results of 
tno post course of the United States on th at th e­ 
ory arc not such as to induce any unnecessary 
additional experim ents in the same line. 
If the 
present population of the United States be safely 
assim ilated in the next century or so. the coun­ 
try and [losterity w ill have m uch cause for feli­ 
citation. 
Indeed, we shall lie inclined to class 
this dignified journal of St. Louis among 
the “ Pacific coast rowdies,” for here it 
proceeds to sa y : 
The Chinam an is tiie result of an environ­ 
m ent of many centuries tending to sharpen his 
every wit in the economical c m tcst fur a foot­ 
hold upon the earth 
As a m an. he isaphysicol 
castaway by the side ot.the burly African of the 
South ; the food he requires for his subsistence 
is a m inim um —the food r-quired by the Afri-

Pacific Company, in responding to the re­ 
quest for this order for stop-over privi­ 
leges, lias demonstrated how much it de­ 
sires this section of the State lie seen anil 
examined by new-comers, anil its confi­ 
dence that the Sacramento region will 
bear the test of critical observation. 
It 
lias shown, also, its solicitude to assist the 
local associations in the upbuilding of this 
section and of all Central and Northern 
California, without, however, discriminat­ 
ing against any other section. 
A great 
railway system in a State has its interests 
inextricably interwoven w ith the pros­ 
perity and advancement of the whole 
State and the development of every part 
of it, for that means augmented trade, 
production and consumption, and vastly 
increased transportation commerce, upon 
which railroads must depend for their ex­ 
istence. 
There should be no pause now in estab­ 
lishing the proposed permanent exhibit 
It must he set up at once and maintained 
in good shape. 
It will be a paying invest­ 
ment from the outset. 
Object lessons are 
the best teaching exercises, and this per­ 
manent exhibit is to he a great object les­ 
son—a demonstration of the capacity of 
our soil and climate, a proof of the verity 
of our claims. 
But besides this exhibit 
we must arrange for the escort of strangers, 
and for their intelligent guidance about 
the city and its suburbs. 
This is perhaps 
the most difficult branch of the work, and 
the most expensive. 
But it has been tried 
in the south with such satisfactory results 
as to put all doubt concerning it out of tl:e 
question. 
It is in practical operation in 
San Diego and other southern cities, and 
the people there have no idea of abandon 
ing it. 
Every dollar it has cost has been 
returned four-fold and speedily, and such 
will he the result here.

better. 
It is an indispensable adjunct of 
the Perm anent Exhibition scheme, and 
without it the labor of distributing inimi 
gration literature east of the mountains and 
inducing people to “ stop over” and exam 
ine the city and surrounding country, will 
he of much less benefit to us. 


men care less for public notice than hard- 
worked newspaper editors, and by none are 
the sweets of retirem ent more thoroughly 
relished.

us trying to live off of each other till the 
thing is overdone. 
We don’t produce 
much, but we do handle that produced 
and the production of every other country 
for all it is worth. That is how we live, 
and in turn we pay out all our profits from 
such hamlliDgto the owner of our homes 
(tempoiary ones), moving often of course, 
and to the butcher and baker, tailor and 
tradesmen, for what? 
Why, to keep up 
appearances. 
A man with family, however small, if he 
does business, keeps trying to keep up with 
the neighbor who inherited weallti, and 
probably owns the very “home” where we 
poorer ones live. 
Now, a man who can 
make by hard fight in trade and shrewd 
management $2,000 or $3,000 a year here, 
can just live on it. Equally so can the la­ 
boring man who may get, say, $000 a year. 
It all goes, and the beginning of the next 
year sees him in the same box, viz.: noth­ 
ing he can call his own. 
In reading your paper and the descript 011 
of Galt, which, by the way, I suppose is 
only a fair sample of a large quantity of 
your country, I am led to think there are 
many of us who have a little laid up— 
drawing say three to four per cent interest 
—that if they had the knowledge of what 
might be done with $2,000 to $0,000 they 
would go where they could have a home of 
their own that would be self-supporting, 
and where their labor would he laid up for 
future increased 
value of 
said home. 
There is no place in New England where 
land will pay hardly a meagre living to the 
owner. 
In fact, as a rule, the more fortu­ 
nate ones are worth less to-day than ten 
years ago. 
Will your agricultural editor give an idea 
how a man with $2 ,0 0 0 to $3,000 can come 
to your country, and support his family 
from the start, and lay the foundation for a 
future home for his children—in a land 
where there is not such a continuous battle 
with the climate to sustain life, and witii 
one another for (he dollar to buy neces­ 
saries and comforts, and where so m any 
luxuries are not in vogue? 
If 110 one oil 
your stall’ will do this, can’t you refer me 
to some reliable and willing portv who will 
send any useful information nr description 
of properties for sale—what they produce, 
how much cost to begin, a id what com­ 
forts can be had as we go along? Is there 
110 place where irrigation can be dispensed 
with ? The great land schemes of Southern 
California are well shown up here, hut they 
look too inflated to our conservative East­ 
ern eyes and ideas. 
Wc don’t dare to un­ 
dertake to live by fruit industry. 
I think 
1 section where mixed farming would sue 
ceed is better for us. 
We want our horses, 
cows, pigs, liens, etc 
Will you also send me any back num ­ 
bers and any future ones that may contain 
any description of localities or sections of 
your immediate country, and I will glady 
show them up to m any of m y friends here, 
who look to me as a sort of pioneer in 
searching for a new country. 
f have visited most of the South, but can­ 
not feel that there are many places that we 
would like to settle in that are not open t > 
objections on account of climate or pover.y 
of soil, or distance from markets, etc. 
I 
have 110 desire for booming places. 
We 
are now here on the verge of six long, 
dreary months, and they will consume 
about what the past six have produced, 
and more, in tiie majority of cases. Respect­

A special letter to the Journal informs us 
that an extensive fire has been raging in 
W arner Valiev tor a number of days prior 
to the mailing of the letter. 
It had at that 
time swept over almost the entire southern 
end of the valley. 
It commenced at a place 
known there as Little Island, near Deep 
Creek, spread across the valley to Greaser 
lake, and then took everything before it 
clear around to the Dugout ranch. This 
describes a section of country almost tri­ 
angular in shape and comprising an area 
of about ten miles square. There was a 
growth of tiilo on most of this land, which 
served to feed the llames, and did not 
perm it the dying out or extinguishment of 
the tire. There was also a rich under­ 
growth of nutritious grass, which had been 
carefully saved by the cattlemen of tlie 
neighborhood for feed fur the cattle during 
the winter months. The entire destruction 
of this feed will entail great losses of cattle 
oil the respective owners. A large number 
of citizens, assisted by Indians, were at 
last accounts endeavoring to arrest the 
progress of the flames, but our informant 
fears that, if subdued now, “ it may break 
out again until some bay is burned.” 
Reading between the lines, this means that 
the fire is the work of an incendiary, and 
will not be permitted to cease until some 
particular stack of hay shall be consumed.

O u r G ra p e C rop.—The reports of the 
falling off in the grape crop are being still 
further verified by the reports of the sea­ 
son’s raisin pack. 
Last year about 000,000 
boxes were put up, and it was estimated 
that this year the pack would amount to 
1,000,000 boxes; but there is a shortage of 
fully 200.000 boxes in consequence of the 
falling off of the crop in Los Angeles and 
San Bernardino counties. Fresno county 
has an output of 350,000 boxes. 
W ith the 
increased acreage it is expected that next 
year, should nothing supervene, there will 
be an output of 1,200,000 boxes, and of this 
amount fully one-half will come from 
Fresno, 
l’iacing the value of the raisins 
at $1 a box, this would make a value of 
$1.200,000 when packed. The wine made, 
when new, may be rated at 20 cents a 
gallon, and the value of the wine made this 
year is about $2.000,000.

Most of 
these paintings were selected by the late 
Judge Crocker, many of them in Europe, 
but a num ber also from the work of lo- 
< a: artists, especially those of earlier days. 
The California Museum Association occu­ 
pies the building, and maintains therein 
Hi- .Sacramento School of Design. As our 
California readers doubtless remember, al­ 
though the gallery is one of the most valu­ 
able gifts ever made by aprivate individual 
in California, it is yet only about one-half 
of the total of the gifts uiade to the city of 
Sacramento by the kindly ladv whose 
name it bears. The building, which formed 
originally a semi-detached portion of the 
private residence of the donor, is externally 
unpretentious, but handsomely planned 
and finished witliin. Even while it was 
still the private gallery of the Crocker fam­ 
ily its privileges were liberally extended to 
the people of Sacramento. 
The pride of 
the community in its possession is great, 
and is pretty certain to attract to it as a 
nucleus other gifts, in the fashion Emerson 
urged on communities for the disposition 
of their private art possessions.”

I . I’. Flower, w ho resides at 1262 O 
s tre tt.a most estimable gentleman, states 
that some m onths since, being an invalid, 
h e y *nt to Sierra Valley for the benefit of 
his health. Near the north end of this 
valley, which lies in both Pluma and Si­ 
erra counties, resides a farmer b\T the name 
o Hathaway. In July last Mr. Hathaway 
. ;nt hided to sink an artesian well and did 
so. At the depth of a little over ’.'AM feet he 
struck a strong vein of water and the well 
immediately began to tiow at the rate ol 
200 gallon- per minute. Strange as it may 
appear, the water is so hot that 
IT BOILS AN EGO 
In seven minutes, scalds the hands, and 
the steam that rises from Ibis seething, 
boiling spring 
is observable lor many 
miles. 
It may be supposed that Mr. 
Hathaway was disappointed in this boiling 
well, but on the contrary it proves to be a 
regular bonanza. The boiling water has 
been piped through bis bouse and is used 
for heating purposes: it is run into the 
kitchen and used in cooking and saves an 
immense am ount of fuel. 
His barns, 
apple houses, cattle sheds, etc., will all be 
kept warm throughout the winter, and his 
domestic anim als will escape the rigors of 
the cold spell, which is of unusual severity 
in that altitude. The water when it cools 
is solt. pleasant to the taste and very health­ 
ful. The water from the well makes quite 
a little stream, flows half a mile over the 
sandy desert, cools while flowing, forms a 
little lake several feet in depth and sinks in 
the sand. Some weeks ago the children 
(old Mr. Hathaw ay that the little lake was 


TEEM ING W ITH FISH . 
The father laughed at the little folks talk­ 
ing such nonsense.

water is so hot that some of the little fish 
that were put in it where it boils out of the 
ground were cooked in live minutes, and 
fish eggs would not last even that lung. 
Mr. Jlathw av's daughter says that a cloud 
burst over the valley a few m onths ago 
and the country was deluged with water, 
and she holds that the lish were thus in­ 
troduced. This idea, however, is scouted, 
for Another similar well, stream and pond, 
only 300 yards distant, has no fish in it. 
Another theory is that many years ago the 
Feather river overflowed this section and 
the fish eggs, like foul seeds, have been 
lie-.Cg dorm ant (?) ever since until brought 
to life by the water. N oneof these theories 
seen to be correct: at least all are doubted

As the play 
progresses, however, in the sequence of ac­ 
tion,and as incidents and tragedies intensify 
the story of passion and hate, her powers 
unfold, and she grows correspondingly 
strong, and more and more lives the char­ 
acter, aud conveys the idea by rare coinage of 
art that she feels the throb ol the passions 
she depicts.

On one baud it is contended there are 450 
plaee3 in Sacramento where liquors are 
sold; on the other, that there are but 256. 
\ esterday the official books were examined 
and the fact found to he that the Govern­ 
ment issued, and hold good for the vear 
ending April 30, 1838 (the tax year), special 
tax-stamps—popularly called permits, or 
licenses—as follows : In the city of Sacra­ 
mento, 372. This includes 12 drug stores, 
10 wholesale houses, 2 breweries with bars, 
and excludes 4 breweries which sell beer 
only. In the county of Sacramento, out­ 
side of the city, 118, including 2 drug 
stores. Total, 490. It the four breweries 
are included, there are 494 places where 
some kind of liquor is sold. Those who 
contend for 450 as the correct figure are be­ 
neath it, if the county is included. Those 
who hold for 256 are nearly 200 short of 
the facts, if also the county is included, and 
116 short of the fact if the city alone is 
considered. 
It the voters of the city are placed at 
5.000, and the retail places or bars at 350 
(22 tor wholesale houses and drug stores 
being taken off), we have one bar for every 
14 2-i voters. 
W hatever the lesson mav 
many bars or too few voters—1 he fact isas 
be 
in this—that 
Sacramento has too 
given, and the disputants can fight it out 
between them. The statistics m ith v created 
the bars nor the facts, nor provoked the dis­ 
pute, but are not to be denied.

A V iru le n t C u rse ” T h a t S h o u ld bo P e r ­ 
s is te n tly F o u g h t. 
The last annual report of the Unite.1 
States Department of Agriculture contains 
an elaborate discussion of the English 
sparrow by Dr. C. Hart Merriam, the Or­ 
nithologist to the Department, in which 
some startling facts are brought out. 
It 
seems that this bird, first introduced into 
America thirty-seven years ago, has now 
established itself in thirty-live States and 
five territories. 
This remarkable diffu­ 
sion is due largely to two causes, first, its 
amazing fecundity, and second, the pro­ 
tection afforded it, either directly or indi­ 
rectly, by man. Dr. Merriam showed that, 
as a rule, five or six broods of young arc 
reared each season, and that the progeny 
of a single pair (assuming for the sake tif 
computation that all live) mav in ten 
years reach the remarkable figures of 275,­ 
710,983,698. 
Among the evil deeds im­ 
puted to this feathered foreigner are the 
driving away of native birds, the injury of 
garden, grain and fruit crops, the defile­ 
ment of public and private buildings, etc. 
Dr. Merriam advises that laws be enacted 
looking toward its extermination, and iu 
conclusion makes the following recommen­ 
dations to the general public : 
_ “ The English sparrow is a curse of such 
virulence that it ought to he systematic­ 
ally attacked and destroyed before it be­ 
comes necessary to deplete the public 
treasury for the purpose, as has been done 
in other countries. 
Iiy concerted action 
and by taking advantage of its gregarious 
habits, much good may he accomplished 
with little or no expenditure of money. 
Ihe sparrow isa cunning, warv bird, 
and soon learns to avoid the means devised 
by man for his destruction. 
Hence much 
sagacity must he displayed in the warfare 
against it. 
In the winter time, if food is 
placed in some convenient spot at the same 
hour each day for a week, the sparrows 
will gather in dense flocks to feed, and 
large numbers may lie killed tit one time 
by firing upon them with small shot. 
Sometimes they may he successfully netted 
oi trapped, but this requires considerable 
skill. 
I hey may be poisoned bv grain 
soaked in tincture of nux vomica or Fow­ 
ler s solution of arsenic, but poisoning is 
attended with some danger, and should he 
attempted only hv official killers. 
_ *' Large numbers may he destroved and 
increase prevented by "the systematic de­ 
struction of their nests, eggs, and voting. 
By the air of an iron rod and hook, set Í11 
the end of a long pole, most of their nests 
can be reached. 
1 his method promises 
most satisfactory results. 
“i hey may be easily driven from their 
roosting-places hv disturbing them on sev­ 
eral successive nights. 
A very efficacious 
method is to throw water upon them when 
at roost.

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A BRIEFLESS BARRISTER’S STORY.

KNOCKS OUT COCAINE. 
1 lie Accidental Discovery of a New .! 11 ¡es­ 
thetic for the W orld. 
Accident, in the shape of lack of a 
proper poultice to put on a lame horse’s 
leg, has given the world a new alkaloid 
that is destined to take its place beside 
quinine, atropliine, cocaine and antipv- 
rme. This new preparation lias been 
dubbed stcnocarpine bv its discoverer, hut 
the name will probably he changed when 
the botanical nature of the tree from 
which it is obtained is known. 
The history of the discovery is as fol­ 
low. : Last fall M. < ioodman, a veterinary 
surgeon of West Feliciana Parish, La., had 
occasion to poultice a sprain on the leg of 
a horse, lie had no material at hand and 
gathered a handful of leaves and placed 
them on the sprain. A few hours later he 
cut into the poulticed parts and was sur­ 
prised to find that the animal did not 
show any sign of pain, lie tried the same 
poultice on another animal and was able 
to perform another operation with like 
results. 
lie concluded that the anaesthetic effect 
was caused by the leaves, and subsequent 
experiments confirmed his opinion. The 
leaves were those of the ordinary tear 
blanket tree, ajspecies of Acacia stenocarpo, 
which is abundant in the South. It grews 
to a higlit of from 35 to 40 feet, and its 
smooth hark is covered with long needles 
or spines, from which it takes its name. 
Mr. Goodman sent some of the leaves to 
Dr. Allen M. Seward of Bergen Point, X. 
J., who made an analysis of them and 
found, among other ingredients, the new 
alkaloid. Two drachms of a two-per-cent, 
solution of tlii- preparation were sent to 
Dr. .1. Herbert Caliborne, instructor in 
ophthalmology in the Now A'ork Poly­ 
clinic, and after a series of successful ex­ 
periments on cats, dogs and rabbits, lie de- 
iermined to try the stcnocarpine on hu­ 
man beings, lie gives the following ac­ 
count ot his first operation : 
“ A man about 50 years old presented 
himself for treatment at the Northwest­ 
ern Dispensary in this city. He was suf­ 
fering with acute catarrh, and 1 noticed a 
sebaceous tumor on his forehead over his 
left eye. 1 suggested that it be removed, 
and after being assured that it would not 
hurt him he consented to have the ojteia- 
tion performed. 
“ A piece of cotton was saturated with 
the solution of stcnocarpine and placed 
over the tumor, and in twenty minutes 
the skin could be pricked without his 
knowing it, although the parts had been 
very tender before the amcsthetic was ap­ 
plied. In ten minutes more I made a 
long incision across the tumor, and, dis­ 
secting the skin from around it so that the 
sac was exposed down to the hone, re­ 
moved it in toto. 
“ The man remained perfectly still dur­ 
ing the operation, which Is usually a pain­ 
ful one, and only at one time, when I 
made a deep sweep into the connective 
tissue, did he say anything, and then he 
observed that it pricked a little. A few 
drops of the solution were instilled into 
the cut and I continued the operation. 
“ It must be remembered that only a two 
per cent, solution of the stcnocarpine was 
used, and that a stronger solution would 
have greater pain-killing qualities.” 
Stcnocarpine acts on the eye lunch m 
the manner as atropliine (the active prin­ 
ciple of belladonna), and it will he most 
useful in treating cases of glaucoma. There 
has been no trial yet to observe its effects 
j on the system if taken internally, hut it is 
supposed they will he about the same as 
those of cocaine, while its properties as an 
anasthetie tar surpass those of that alka­ 
loid.—Morning Journal.

HOW WASHINGTON DIED. 
Medical Men Assert that He was Rled and 
Blistered to Death. 
_ 
IKew York World.] 
Thirty members of the late Medical 
Congress at Washington met in a social • 
way after the regular business of the day, 
September l$th, in the parlor of a guest at 
one of the hotels. These delegates were 
elderly medical men of the so-called old 
school ot doctors, hut representing progres­ 
sive minds of the allopathic branch of the 
medical profession; some of them had 
been professors in medical colleges many 
years ago. These old friends in a conver­ 
sational way compared notes relative to 
the radical changes which have taken 
{dace in the methods of treatment of dis­ 
eases, the large and frequent doses of calo­ 
mel and other powerful remedies adminis­ 
tered fn their patients in the practice of 
lorty and fifty years ago, compared with 
the almost infinitesimal doses now ¡¡re- 
scribed and the now total abandonment of 
some remedies and modes of treatment 
which were in general practice then, 
1 he oldtime doctor and even the physi­ 
cian of but recent date formerly carried in 
his coat pocket a formidable lance, the 
sight of which frightened his nervous pa­ 
tient. AVith that instrument he proceeded 
by way of-preliminary preparation for a 
“ course ot medicine” to open a large vein 
in the s ic k person’s arm, and therefrom 
draw from a pint to a quart of blood. Then 
followed the inevitable prescription oi* fif­ 
teen to twenty grams of calomel, accom­ 
panied by a bottle of castor oil, and the 
patient would be laid up thereafter for 
some days, engaged in recovering from his 
heroic medical treatment. Now phlebot­ 
omy, or blood letting, has been almost 
wholly abandoned. Calomel, when pre­ 
scribed at all, is given in half grain doses 
at intervals of three or four hours, and so 
on to the end of the list of old popular 
remedies. 
One of the physicians present, pursuing 
this theme, astonished his hearers liy as­ 
serting that the “ Father of his Country,” 
General George Washington, did not die a 
natural death, hut was killed hv his doc­ 
tors. Here several voices simultaneously 
exclaimed : 
“ I hat’s a libel! Where is your evi­ 
dence ?” 
Thereupon the supposed liheler pro­ 
duced from a Georgetown (D. C.) newspa­ 
per, printed in 1799, an account of the ill­ 
ness, death and burial of General Wash­ 
ington, together with the certificate of the 
physicians, I >rs: ( raik and Dick, who 
treated the illustrious patient in his last 
illness. The certificate of these physi­ 
cians, who resided about fifteen miles 
from Georgetown, showed that General 
Washington, having been exposed to rain 
on Friday, December 13th, in the night of 
that day was attacked by chills, accompa­ 
nied with jiain in the upper and fore part 
of the throat, coughing, a difficult, rather 
than painful, swallowing, succeeded by fe­ 
ver and quick and laborious respiration. 
“General Washington,” says the ac­ 
count, “ regarding the attack iisonly a se­ 
vere cold, would not send fora physician, 
hut called in one of his servants, a bleeder, 
so-called, who took from the sick man’s 
arm nearly a pint of blood, which was a 
goodly portion of the vigorous, healtliv 
life of the patient. The patient was about 
in that condition until the arrival of hi.s 
physicians at 10 o’clock the next morning 
(Saturday), when the doctors proceeded to 
repeat the bleeder’s operation, and twice 
within about four hours took other two 
pints or quarts of blood. In the interim 
were employed two copious bleedings, a 
blister was applied to the part effected, 
two moderate doses of calomel were given, 
succeeded by repeated doses of tartar 
emetic, amounting to five or six grains 
witli no other effect than a copious dis­ 
charge from the bowels.” 
“ This was treatment of the heroic 
kind,' interjected the alleged liheler, 
“ which was enough to kill any ordinary 
well man,” and it was evidently doing the 
business for the General, for the learned 
doctors add: 
“ The jiowers of life seemed now mani­ 
festly yielding to tho force of the disorder, 
Blisters were applied to the extremities, 
together with a eataplsam of bran ami vin­ 
egar to the throat. Speaking, which was 
painful from the beginning, now became 
almost impracticable. Respiration grew 
more and more contracted and imperfect 
until 11:30 o’clock on Saturday night, 
when, retaining the possession of his in­ 
tellect, he expired without a struggle.” 
“ No wonder,” remarked the alleged 
liheler. 
“ How could he struggle alter 
losing about all the blood in his hodv, with 
linge blisters aiding in the depletion of 
vital strength and his stomach crammed 
with calomel and tartar emetic so that 
there was no room for food or fluids, 
which lie should liave had to keep up the 
system ? Poor man, how he must have 
.suffered ; and lie couldn’t make them stop 
their torture, though he seems to have 
tried todo so. But the medical men cer­ 
tify that after repeated efforts to he under­ 
stood he succeeded in expressing a desire 
that he might be permitted to die without 
interruption. There, my brother doctors, 
are you convinced? Wasn't that a clear 
case of malpractice?” 
“No, sir,” humorously responded a 
brother doctor. “That was in accordance 
with the treatment adopted by that emi­ 
nent physician, Dr. Sangrado, who had a 
large practice in Spain over 200 years ago, 
which practice, as imparted by the re­ 
nowned Sangrado to Ills apt student, Gil 
Bias, consisted in copious bleeding and 
keeping the patient’s body filled with hot 
water.”

A Queer City in the Air. 
The pueblo of Acoma, situated ninety 
miles west of Albuquerque, is one of the 
most remarkable communities in New 
Mexico or the United .States. In the mid­ 
dle of a valley, six miles in width, stands a 
butte, and on top of this is Acoma. Eight 
hundred people are living there, and they 
aud their ancestors have gathered there 
the sum of their possessions for nearly 
three centuries. This butte is one of manv 
that are the remnants of a mesa that has 
been worn away by the erosion of the ages 
and survives only in flat-topped mountains 
here and there. The valleys between are 
fertile, and untold generations of men have 


seen them covered with grain aud flocks of 
sheep. Some time in the seventeenth cen­ 
tury the Laguno, or valley Indians, made 
war 11 ¡ k • 11 the A comas for the possession of 
the country, and the latter being the 
weaker occupied this butte .os a defensive 
position believed to be impregnable. 
Their judgment has been abundantly indi­ 
cated. 
It has proved a Gibraltar of 
strength and safety. The comparison is 
not inappropriate, and in approaching it 
from the north 1 was struck with the re­ 
semblance to the pictures 1 have seen of 
the grim fortress that frowns over the 
strait of the Mediterranean. 
The higlit above the valley is nearly 
400 feet- and the walls in several places 
nearly perpendicular. There are two 
means of ascent, one by a flight of steps 
cut ill the face of the wall and rising at 
an angle of forty-five degrees, and the 
other by a fissure in the rocks leading up 
into the heart of the mountain. 
Both 
ways have been trodden by human feet 
until the steps are hollowed out like shal­ 
low troughs. Either one is exceedingly 
difficult and neither one is tolerably sáfe. 
1 his stairway is a precarious footing along 
the sides of a gash in a rugged mountain. 
With all the danger and fatigue, it isa 
laughable sight to see a person—some 
other person—make the ascent. One has 
to stride over the fissure, one foot on the 
right hand side and the other on the left, 
and at the same time press the hand alter­ 
nately against the rocks for support. 
An Indian will throw a lire sheep around 
liis neck and go up quite rapidly without 
touching either hand to the rocks. An ac­ 
cident occurred on the stairway a few gen­ 
erations ago. 
Several men started up, 
each with a sheep on his back. When 
nearly to the top the sheep carried by the 
foremost man became restless, and the 
shepherd in trying to hold it fast lost his 
footing, and in falling swept his compan­ 
ions over the precipice, and they all fell 
on the rocks at the foot in a lifeless heap. 
The Indians have carved a representation 
of the accident on a rock near where it 
occurred, which scarcely serves to steady 
the nerves of those who go by that route.

“ F ire-p roo f l*aper M;iy be M ade,” 
Says a scientific exchange, “ from a pulp, 
consisting of one part vegetable fibre, two 
parts asbestos, one-tenth part borax, and 
one-fifth part alum.” it is a pity that such 
facts as the one following cannot be writ­ 
ten. printed or otherwise preserved, upon 
some sort of indestructible paper. “ My 
wife suffered seven years and was bed-rid­ 
den, too,” said W. K Huestis of Emporia, 
Kansas, “a number of physieiSns failed to 
help her.

The “ Century Maeazine" for November 
begins its eighteenth year and thirty-fifth 
volum e. 
As usual the November number 
is especially notable. 
Great value and, at 
at tins time, wide popular interest attaches 
to Mr. Kennan's paper on the "The I/ast 
Appeal of the itussian Liberals." 
The 
frontispiece this mouth is a portrait of 
Washington by Wright, of Philadelphia, 
made in 1784, and now for the first time 
engraved. 
The special art feature of the 
number is the sculpture of Augustus Saint 
Gaudens. The fiction of the present num ­ 
ber is especially notable, including the be­ 
ginning of two serial stories : 
" The Gray­ 
sons,” a tale of Illinois life in the first half 
of the century, by Edward Eggleston, and a 
novelette of Acadian life by George 
W. 
Cable, entitled “ Au Large.” 
Additional 
results of Mr. Kemble’s visit to Louisiana 
in the interests of "The Century ” are seen 
in the striking drawings w hich are given 
with a paper by K. V. Smalley on “ Sugar- 
m aking in Louisiana.” 
Professor John 
T. Stoddard, of Smith College, contributes 
a second paper on "College Composites, ” 
in which he shows the results of his exper­ 
iments in the combination o f photographs, 
the example-; being drawn from the classes 
o f '87 at Amherst, Bowdoin and W illiam s 
Colleges, Cornell, Harvard and Johns Hop­ 
kins Universities and the Sin fiieid Scien­ 
tific School. 
The conclusion o f the battle 
series is emphasized in this number by an 
admiral presentation in text and pictures of 
the break-up of Lee’s army and the surren­ 
der at Appomattox.

trated with over 100 fine portraits. " There 
is properly no history, only biography,” 
says Iialph Waldo Emerson, and Carlyle 
adds : “ Biography is the most universally 
pleasant and profitable of all reading.” Hr. 
Lossingscys further: “ Biography 
torv teaching by example. 
The chronicles 
of nations are composed of the sayings and 
doings of their men and women. These 
make up the sum of history.” 
Thirty-two 
years ago Dr. Lossing, who had already 
made good his place as the foremost chron­ 
icler o f American history, put forth a vol­ 
um e of biographical sketches of the "Lead­ 
ing Statesmen.
